Brussels, Belgium, Aug. 15—After 


three weeks of well spent time in the 
• city of Paris, I left for Brussels on the 
morning of Sunday, 'Aug. 13. 
'A ride 


of three hours through a beautiful 
country brought our train of ten coaches 
into the Belgian capital. The only1, in- 
cident worthy of ^mention during the 
ride was a free-for-all fight on the train, 
in the apartment that, adjoined ours in
